New Obleans, Oct. 4.— TTio stono 
which Bwept op from tlvo south, doing 
great damage all aloug the gulf coast, 
made Itsolf folt very Berioualy fn this 
oit7 and tonthwa LonlaUxuk Tlw total 
loM may reach $1,000,000. Thoof^ llie 
wirta are down newi ia trickling into the 
city from the fenvoondlng country; bat 
it is not possible to give a fairly tioou- 
rate estimate of th£ damage wrought 
by the fury of the elements on Sunday, 
8anday night and Monday morning. 

The damage done in the city and in 
the harbor viU ran donalderably over 
1100,000. 

The extreme and oonserratlTe opin- 
ions are so wide apart that it ia

vere as that of 1888. Here this year the 
principal sufferers were the shipping 
interests.

Point A. LaBacUa, Bohemia and 
Preacott, small towns in Plaqaemine 
parirh, felt tha Uttit of the itorm. 
Several hooses were blown down and 
ther^ tras much terror felt bytharssi 
dentil anm the storm had i^antits 
fory. The loss thsfs «<U ha heavy. 
Two were hilled. 

At the Empire min, near Point A. 
LaBaoha, a yoong mnlatto woman was 
killed hj fiUfaif timbeifi Many par 
sons were hndMa. 

Most of the plantatioa hoosee, bams, 
aheds and fences suffered, and many 
thooiaads of dollars will have to be 
spent to' repairing them. 

The orange isop of Plaqaemine is 
ratoed to the extt'nt of from 200,000 to 
400,000 l)oxp«. A conservative estimate 
puts tho cm\) this year at aoo.WX). That 
was before tno storuL It is feared that 
these figures will be cut down 50 per 
cent, making a money \c>sa of 8250,000. 

From the Poyraa iilantation, on 
the south coast, cane was blown down. 
No i)lu!itation3 escarxnl What the loss 
will be depends on future iavestigatioo. 
If there ie a period of favorable weather 
and late breese the cane will live to re- 
cover and the loss will b» oomparativv- 
ly small.

From Bayou Cook, the great cweter 
field, which leads to the gulf, it Is re- 
ported that the settlements of the fish- 
ermen have been completely deniol- 
iehed, and that the loss of life ht\n 
reached the appalling figure of 200. 

It will bo some days oefore the full 
extent of the damagte wrought will be 
known, but it is feared here that the 
grand total will pale into infllgnificance 
the number of deaths reported from the 
storm which recently davaatated the 
Atlantic coast. 

A Rallroail's Lox*. 

The Louisville and NaslivilU' railroad 
is tied up. A mile of its trark at En- 
glish Lookout has been wrecked. The 
pier head of the Pearly bridge is badly 
mjured and the road generally washed 
out, the wind having blown the water 
of Lake Boorgne across tho landing in 
great volumes and velocity. No trains 
arrived since Sunday. WrtK;king trains 
are ut work at the scene of the trouble. 
Efforts are to be made to transfer the 

?;overunienl mail by boat. It will be 
wo or three days before trains can 
come through and a week or more bo- 
fore the road will be in fair running or- 
der, and a month before the track and 
roadbed can be made as solid as it was 
before the stor m.

Mobile, (}ct. 4.— Th«» details of the 
great storm has iunt !iep:nn to come in, 
and as was fearod, indieutiuns are that 
the loss of life in tho lowlands east of 
the city has beon very great. There is 
no doubt that it will \>e a week or two 
before the full story of the storm with 
the attendant tales of death and da- 
BtmctioD will bti told. 

There are no authentic reports from 
points south of Mobile on the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad except that two 
spans of the Dilozi bridge are washed 
away. The damage to the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad ie beyond com- 
putation at this time. Reports from 
Montgonssry are to the effect that the 
bridge acro.-(u tho Thre<3 Mile creek is 
damaged antl a portion of tho Texas 
bridge is waahed aVay. 

There are 400 trees across the track 
between Bay Miueta and Sunday creek, 
a distance of about 10 miles. No 
trains can get further south than Bay 
Mlneta and several washouts are re- 
ported.

PEN8AC0LA, Flft., Oct 4.— Tl* most 
destructive stprm that Pensucola has 
experienced in 20 years began at 6 a. m. 
Monday and rageJ with increased fory 
until a late hour in the afternoon. The 
nearest approach to this gale wae the 
storm of IHriL The storm had been 
hrewing soma time. Hard rains fell 
Saturday afternoon and Sunday, but a 
Btorn of such great inlensit^waa not 
exp6<"ted by any one. 

At 4 a. m. the wind froebeoed and 
the rain increased in force. By 5 a. m. 
a terrific southeast gale was blowing 
which continued at the rate of S5 miles 
an hour until noon, when th^ winil 
shifted to the south ana ihoreasiid to 
60 miles. 

The signal service station and aparsr 
tns were Dlown down, but tha wind in- 
strument of the United Siatee waath- 
ered the storm.

Madrid, (.let 4.— Further trouble has 
broken out between the Moors and the 
Spanish garrison at Melilla, a town on 
the northern coast of Morocca The 
Spanish authorities recently decided to 
add to the strength of tttstf fortilloa- 
tions at Melilla. 

The work of oonstructiog additional 
fortifications was begun and pushed 
forward a« rapidly as possible. This 
incensed the Moors, and Mondav morn- 
ing a force of more than 6,000 natives 
made an attack upon the Spanish gar- 
rison, wliich nnmbere<l, all told, not 
more than 400 souls. 

The ypniuph troops fought through' 
out the da\ without relief oeing sent to 
them. They had no food, but this was 
a matter of small cojMeiiuen<« to them, 
as they bnew tha^ death or slavery 
awaited them should they fall Into the 
handu of the enemy. 

The Moors were constantly gaining 
fresh accessions to their ranks and the 
outlook was becoming serious for the 
Spaniards when the white residents of 
town, without regard to nationaHty. 
offered to assist them. 

A civilian corps was at once orsan- 
ized and took part in the defense. Tney 
were greatly outnumbered by the 
Moors, nowever, and were finally com - 
polled to retire to the fortress, located 
on the outskirts ol the town, where they 
are still besieged: 

During the battle 18 of flie Spaniards 
were killed and 8S wounded, including 
three officers, whose injuries are se- 
rioua, The ^anish artillery did great 
execution. The gunners at one time 
directed their fire upon a moeque, al- 
most completely destroying it Other 
buildings in the mfa of umt fiia were 
also destroyed. 

Northern MoroooD has htaofrsatly 
excited by the news of the attack upon 
tha Spaniards, and the fanaticism of 
the Inhabitant^ is bein.? aroused by the 
Mnhammadan demands for revenge up- 
on the inlldels for destroying their 
mosque. The situation is cnticaL, and 
further ettacks upon the garrison and 
dvilians are expected. 

The people of Madrid ore ancrily ex- 
cited at the news from Melilla. The 
populace demand that the government 
at onof sand a strong puaiuve expedi- 
tion to ttiat port The government has 
annotmoed that It will immediately dis- 
patch a- warship to Tangiers to de- 
mand from the sultan full and instant 
reparation tot tha ootragce upon the 
Spaniards. 

The cabinat nst Tuesday^ and it 
is said that orders will be issued for the 
sending forthwith to Melilla of a ftrong 
military force to punish the M6or& 

The attacking Moors ara chiefly 
members of the Aiff triba, who Inhabit 
the mountains in Northm Morooco, 
and over whom the control of tha sul- 
tan is virtually nil. These natives 
have haloca attacked the garrison at 
Melilla, an9 it is thought nothing but 
the most asempUury punishment will 
induce them to ieave the Spaniards 
alone. 

To punlA them, however, will re* 
quire the ezpenditn^ of large sums of 
money and much time, as upon the ap- 
proach of a superior military force they 
retreat into their moontain fastnessea 
from'whiohlklaalBOat an imposdul- 
ity to didodfla thafa. 

The sultan himself has sont numer- 
ous expeditions against these tribes- 
men, but the honors between them 
and the government forces are, if any- 
thing, in favor of the mountaineera. 

Lalinr dispatohes from Melilla stote 
that the Spanish officers and troopa dis- 
played the greatest bravery. The 
town, which is «ina of tha Spanish panal 
settlements, Is oommanded oy a dtodel, 
which u built on a rock. After the 
Spanish troops and their dvilian allies 
were forced by overwhelming numbers 
to retreat into the citadel, the Moors at- 
tempted to taka tha place by assault 
They swarmad np wb roadway and 
triea in every way to scale the walls. 

The beleagnarea men poured volley 
after vdley at them, but as the Moore 
didnotflgntin any regular order tho 
fire was not as deetructiv« ae it would 
otherwise have been. 

General Margallo, who was in com- 
mand of the garrison, espedally distin- 
({uished himself by his gallantry. Cull- 
ing for volunteers, nearly every man 
offered his services. Qenaral Margello 
placed himself at their head and made 
a sortie upon the Moors. 

The latW retreatt'd, keeping up a 
heavy fire upon tho whites, until the 
Moors, who nad been operating on tho 
other side of tlie citadel, came to their 
assistance, when the defenders were 
driven back. Vheee sorties were re- 
peated throughout the day, but the 
floors managed to eventually hold 
their position. 

Before the retreat was made to the 
dtadel troops wore dispatched to eecort 
to this place of refuge the military la- 
borers who were employed in the works 
at Fort Clarich. They 8Uccoe<.lt'd in 
getting the men into the citadel, but 
nad a bard fight to do so, being a^ 
tacked on all siass by the Moors. 

Th« natives were armed with Rem- 
ington rifies and fought with fanatical 
furv, paying no attention to the ahower 
of buUets aimed at them. They pur- 
sued the retreating whites op to the 
walls of the citadel despite the deadly 
fire direct«d at them from the fort A 
small body of Spanish cavalry that was 
well drilled and well handled Wfvpi of

guerrilla mode of warfare and formed 
tln iii-'elves into rank.f. 

Then slioutirf' tiieir battle cries they 
adv.'-.nced ui< >n ttie citadel. Wlienthey 
were within a short di.staiice of the 
wall, the heavy main gate swuhk oiien 
and out galloped tne cavalrvnien. 
They dashetl into the r.-iiiks of thf nd- 
vanciiiK Moors, their kw n edged sabres 
swinging right and left among the 
enemy, who broke ranks and retreated 
an lia.stily an possible. The MfKirti were 
ridden down and tramjiled upon by the 
ironshol hoofn of the horses, and a 
numl)er of thorn mot their death in this 
maimer. 

As tlie news of the battle, ranidly 
spreatl by runners, reach«Hl the village.s 
back from the coast, the male inbabitr 
ant Rspraiig to arms and htatmad to 
the aiu of the tribeimen.

The houses de.stroyed were also out- 
side Melilla. The Spanish government 
is ha*<t''ning with all possible fpeed its 
preparations for the relief of th-j be- 
leaguered citdel. Troops, cannon and 
ammunition are being aispatt hed from 
Sevill" n!id Malaga. 

A gunboat with orders to bombard 
the strongholds of t)i(t ruQlana li al> 
rea<ly on the way to the cwtst. 

These mountaineers are practically 
pirates, most of them knowing the sea 
as well as they do the mountains in 
which they IIto. It was oidy a short 
time ago that the Spanish gunboat 
Isla de Luzon was sent t/) elfet t the 
rescue of the crew of a Sj.aiiish trading 
vessel, whicli ha<l fallen into the hands 
of tho pirates. 

The mission of tlie gunboats was un- 
successtul. and the fate of thf cniitivcs 
ha.s iicvei' been known. Tlu'v wore 
probaldy sold into slavery in the in- 
terior. Among the (^ptives was a 
Spaaiih woman.

— A gigantiii plot 
to rob the drawings of the Kentucky 
Lottery company and to beat the lot- 
tery agsnts of the company in three 
cittos, Ifev York, CUeago and PUIa- 
lelphia. was frustrated by Oetaottyes 
Fow and Qorley. 

The men engaged in the job had been 
let in the building of the lottery com- 
pany by an employe of the company, 
and were at work when snpriaed vj the 
detectlysa. The officers covered them 
with their revdvers and they willingly 
threw up their handa, although heavily 
armed. 

Two of the men escaped armk The 
other prisonera gave the namea of 
George B^lly, Frank Enright and 
Henry OalbeH Gdbert is a negro 
lineman in the employ of the Poetal 
Telegraph company. 

Lnright is a telegraph operator and 
his right name is Jeffers. In a oonfe^' 
sion he a^ys he was led into the scheme 
by Johnny Miller and Frank Book*, 
two olbar tslegraptaers. Miller until 
recsBlfarwaa tbeonlef operator of the 
Poetal TMegraph oompany here and 
Booka is the.night chief at present 

The scheme, as divulged by Jeffera, 
was to run a wire from the room where 
the drawings were to take place to an> 
other roomln the sameUUfding. The 
messageatotbe three dtles were to br 
sent in advance from the room In 
which tlie men were to run the wire. 

DYNAMITED WHILE JHEY SLEPT.
